England's indignant bard : 
* Ths world da too mach with as; lato and soon. 
Getting and spending, we lay waste our powers ; 
Little we ees in Nature that is ours; 
We hare given our hearte-away, a sordid boon’ 
‘This bea that bares her bosom to the moon; 
The winds that will be howling at all hours, 
And are upgathered now like sleeping Sowers : 
For this, for everything, we are ont of tame; 
It moves as not. Great God! I'd zsther bo 
A Pagan suckled in a creed outworn; 
So might I, standing on this pleasant lea, 
Have glimpses that would make me less forlorn ; 
Bare sight of Proteus rising from the sea; 
Or hear old Triton blow his wreathed horn. 
Now for this older pæan to philosophy : 
*Socnarzs. Let us speak, then, as we ought, since it is 
agreeable to you, about the chiefs; for why should any one} 
speak of those who spend their time in philosophy to but little 
purpose? These, then, from early youth do not know the way 
to the forum, por where the law-court, a senate-bouse, or any 
other public place of assemblage in the city, is situated; and 
they neither see nor bear laws or decrees proclaimed or written. 
And canvassing of partizaus for magistracies, and meetings, and 
banquets, and revelry with Aute-players, they never think of, 
even in a dream. Whether any one ja a city is well or ill-born, 
or what evil has befallen any one from his ancestors, whether 
men or women, is as li known to him as how many 
measures of water are in the sos, as the saying is. And he 
does not know that he is ignorant of all this; for he does not 
keep aloof from them for ranity’s sake, but in reality his body 
only is situated and dwells in the city; but his soul, considering 
all these things as trifling and of no consequence, holds them in 
contempt, and is borne everywhere, according to the expression 
of Pindar, measuring things beneath the earth and upon its 
surface, contemplating the atars in heaven above, and searching 
thoroughly into the entire nature of everything in the universe, 
and not stooping to anything that is nea: 
“Txxoponcs. What mean you by this, Socrates i" 
“Roc. Just, Theodorus, as a smart and witty Thracian ser- 
vant-girl is related to have joked Thales when, contemplating 
the stars and looking upward, he fell into a well—that he was 
anxious to know what was going on in heaven but forgot to no- 
tice what was before him and at his feet. The same joke is 
applicable to all who devota themselves to philosophy ; for, in 
reality, such a one is ignorant about his near neighbor, not only 
what he is doing, bat almost whether he is a man or some other 
animal But wha! man iz, and what such a nature ought to do, 
or suffer beyond others, he inquires and takes pains to investi- 
| gate. Therefore, my friend, a man of this kind, dealing friendly 
Vith each person, or publicly, es I said at the outset, when be 
is compelled in a court of justice or anywhere else, to speak 
about things at his feet and before his view, affords laughter not 
only to Thracian damsels, but to the rest of the crowd, by fall- 
ing into wells and all kinds of perplexities through inexperience, 
and his strange awkwardness gives him a character of stupidity. 
Fot when he is reviled he has nothing personal to retort upon 
Amy one, as he docs not know any evil of any one from not bav- 
“iog troubled himself abont such matters; therefore, not having 
ytbiog to say, he appears to be ridiculous; and when he 
lieara others praise and boaat of themselves, being seen to laugh 
not feignedly but really, he is considered to bs a simpleton. 
For wben encomiums are passed on a tyrant or king, ho thinks 
he bears 5 herdsman, a swine-herd for instance, or a shep- 
2 com-keeper pronounced bappy for milking abundantly ; 
but he thinks that they feed and milk an animal that is more 
hard to manage and more cunning than the other do; and that 
sach n one ponet necessarily, from their occupation, be not at all 
tess rustic and uneducated than berdemen, being shut up within 
zs in a mountain pen. But when he hears that any one 
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who possesses ten thousand acres of land, or even more, is pos 
sessed of yast property, it appears to him very trifling, as he has 
| basa accustomed to survey the whole earth, And when they 
¡extol nobility of birth, accounting any one noble from being 
able to show seven rich ancestors, ho thinks that this prasa pro» 
| proceeds from men of dull minds, and who look at trilles, being 
unable through want of education, to look at tho succession of 
ages aud compute that every man has had innumerable myriads 
of grandsires aud ancestors, amongst whom there must have 
been an innumerablo multitude of rich and poor, kings and 
slaves, barbarians and Greeks; but when they pride themselyes 
on a catalogue of fiveand-twenty ancestors, and refer their ori- 
gin to Hercules, son of Amphitryon, it appears to bim absunt 
from its littleness; and he laughs at their being uuable to com- 
pute, and so rid themselves of tho vavuting of a silly mind, that 
the Seo-xnd-twentieth ancestor from Amphitryon, and the fiftieth 
from him, was such as fortune happened to make him. In all 
these things, therefore, such a man is ridiculed by the multitude, 
partly from bearing. himself haughtily, as it seems, and partly 
from not knowing what is at bis feet, and being on all occasions 
embarrassed.”

such as it really is.”

“Soc. But it is not possible, Theodorus, that evil should be 
destroyed ; for it is necessary that there should be always some- 
thing contrary to good; nor can it be seated among the gods, 
but of necessity moves round this mortal nature and this region. 
Wherefore, we ought to endeavor to y hence thither as quickly 
gs possible. But this flight consista in resembling God as much 
as possible, and this resemblance is the BECOMING JUST AND HOLT 
WIR wıspos. But, my excellent friend, it is not very easy to 
persuade men, that not that for which most men say we ought to 
flee from vico, and pursue virtue, ought he to study the one and 
not the other, namely, that a man may not seem to ba vicious, 
bar may seem to be good; for these are, as the saying is, the 
drivelings of old women, as it appears to mo. But let us de- 
scribe the truth as follows. God is never in any respect unjust, 
but as just ns possible, and there is not anything that resembles 
bim more than the man amongst us who has likewise become us 
just as possible. And on thiz depends the true excellence of a 
man, and his nothingness and worthlessness. For the knowledge 
(personal experience) of this is wisdom and true virtue (man- 
hood), but the not knowing it is manifest ignorance and vice, 
but all other seeming excellences and wisdoms, when they are 
found in political government, are abject, but in arts sordid. It 
is therefore by far the best not to allow bim who acts unjustly, 
and who speaks or acts impiously, to excel by reason of bis 
wickedness; for they delight in this reprosch, and think they 
hear that they are pot valueless, mere burdens on the earth, but 
men such as they ought to be who will be safe in a city. The 
truth, therefore, must be spoken, that they are so much the more 
what they think they are not, from not thinking that they are 
such. For they are ignorant of the puoishment of injustice, of 
which they ought to be least of all ignorant: for it does not 
consist in what they imagine, stripes and death, (Are and brim- 
stone, or slings of conscience) which they sometimes suffer who 
do not commit injustice (so as to love it,) but in that which it is 
impossible to avoid.”

“Soc. Since, my friend, there ars two models in the nature of 
things, one divino and most blessed, the other ungodly snd 
most miserable, they, not perceiving that this is the case, through 
stupidity and extreme folly, unknown to themselves, become 
similar to the one by unjust actions, and disimilar to the other, 
WHEREFORE THEY ARE PUNISBED, BY LEADING (AXD LOVING) A

Bat those that are 
benefited, at the same time that they suffer punishment both 
from gods aud men, are such as have been guilty of curable of- 
fences ; their benefit, however, both here and in Hades, (world 
of Spirits) accrues to them through means of pain and tormenta ; 
for it is not possible to be freed from injustice by any other sur- 
gery. But those who have committed the most extreme injustice, 
and have become incurable through such crimes, servo as exam- 
ples to othera, and these are not benefited at all, as being incu-

By dois 1 mean a belief in one God, and a disbolief not vaty In rovola- 
tion, but also In immortality. To mo, tho simplo admission of the ox 
tenen of the deist’s God Is evidence of itself of immortality, Truo, 
L would hope for Immortality even in tho darknces of nthelun, for if 
everything muna far developed In the result of chance, I would still hope 
that the same chance, ufter our decease, might reproduce um, 

It haa been the boost of tho deist that he founds his view» upon ran- 
son, and in many things It is admitted ho does; hat it appears to me 
that In order to avoid the ndınisslon of tho truth of Immortality, ho not 
only repudintes reason, but plala common sense ; and I query whother 
any man can come into a rational and truly divine belief of immor- 
tality withont the exercise of common sonso ; for, In order to enter 
into ang state that lends to a belief in Immortality, we must be child- 
like, and lot simple common sense exert Ita legitimate joluence upon 
our minds, independent of the schools of theology or pkepticism. Tho 
simplo child of onture In more likely to arrive nt correct conclusions in 
relation to thts subject, than ono whore mind hos been polioned hy a 
spurious religion, or n. spurtons philosophy, especialy if that mind In 
catechised upon tho pubjeet and allowed to advance Its own original 
ideas and notions of things without being tinctured with the sugges 
tions arising from the wisdom of this world, 

Tho delst'n God In mado to possess all the attributes of tho God of 
the Christian, namely, infinite wisdom, goodness and power. Starting, 
therefore, with snch a God as this, Immortality and eternal progression 
would seem to be a necessary consequence. This God (the God of the 
deist recollect) ls the author of man, for the delet does not believe that 
the Devil had any thing to do with his creation, or, indeed, that thoro 
irany much being. Well, what kind of a boing is man? Why, ho jn au 
individualized being—a miniaturo unlverso within hImeolf—a god on 
a small reale, There In implanted in his very nature a desire for 
knowledge, happiness and immortality—a desiro to know what shall be 
his condition to-morrow—n desire to live and progress, ad infinitum. 
Why, I ask, did the dest God make euch a being, when ho know his 
desires would not bo gratífled ? Was ho unable to mako him immortal? 
This thought Infringes upon the attribute of his power, Was ho un- 
willing? This reflects upon his goodnoat, Did he make bim with that 
view, and finally fail of fa accomplishment! This detracts from hia 
wisdom as well au hia power. The deist, J insist, must either dinpossona

Why, I nak again, did God make snch n boing ny man, endowfog him 
with the capacitios and desiros before referred to, Just for this stort 
life? What was the motive? Woe lt to mock un? Was it to sco how 
much sport he could have over our misfortunes? Wos IL to lot us 
mourn, woop nnd gunsh our teoth while parsing through this cold, un- 
feeling and ungrateful world, and then bury un beneath congenin) rub- 
biah, to fertilize the earth, to make the gram and trees grow more luxu- 
riantly? Why could not his most gracious Majesty hove beon satieflod 
with making reptiles aod animals, euch, for instance, na snakes, birds, 
squirrels and the liko? Surely, to n good being, more real pleasure 
would bo enjoyed by witnessing the curloun antice of tho rerpenl—ece 
bim coil and ran, and bear him hies—or tho little birds or squirrels, as 
they Ay or leap from trea to tree, and from limb to HV, nnd ning and 
chirp, all unconselous of the morrow, or that they have even got to die. 

Why, I ask again, the necessity of making man—yer, man as he in, 
ond cut short his existence before one faculty of bis mind is a mil- 
Nonth part developed? Let reason and common sense answer. Formy 
own part, in view of nll the ills of life to which flesh is heir, did 1 know 
and recognize the exírlence of such a God, and could I be permitted to 
hold conversation with him, E wonld say to him in emphatic language, 
“ Most potent Sir, / will not accept of life, or rather allow its continu- 
ance, apon the condition» prescribed by you.

foro was not only not thinking af him, but was not expecting an

THE NAPOLEON PROPHECIES. 

A vnw significant items of intelligence relating to tho death of the 
Inte Emperor Nicholas, having recently been mado public in Europo— 
constitute my apology for again calling attention to tho spiritual pro- 
phoctes purporting to have been mado by tho Spirit of Napoleon, iu ref- 
vrenco to the fato of the Rnesian Autocrat, and tho subsequent events 
which were to tranapiro In consequonee of his fall, 

Theso prophecies were published in the Tennonari, and three oth or 
New York papera, December, 1854, at whíolt time Nicholas was In the 
enjoyment of liis usual good health, snd bado fair (o live many years. 
At that time Prince Menschikolf was in command of Sobastopol, was 
Governor of Finland, Lord High Admiral, and held various other 
offices of trust and honor, such as no subject could enjoy who was not 
In strict confidence with the Emperor. 

Jt will bo remembered that tho Spirit predicted, that within the period 
of throe months an Enropean monarch would bo nenassinaled, and very 
plainly and unmistakably designated Nicholas ns being the monarch re- 
ferred to, Jt also predicted that there was tronble browing between 
Nicholas and Menschikoff. It furthermore declared that some timo 
after the consummation of the frat event spoken of (the assassination), a 
kingdom would be overthrown, and that a goneral would take arms 
ugainst his master, and raito the banner of the people," etc. Now 1 
claim that these prophecies have been literally falülled, with the excep- 
Mon of the last two poluty, 

Nicholas died on the very day that the “threo months" expired, 
Almost the Inst public act of lily life wax to disgraco Menschikoff, recall 
him from his command at Sebastopol, deprive him of his honors ns Gov- 
ernor and Admiral, and to graciously permit that high functionary to 
retire to private life, Certainly the Spirit was a true prophet who, three 
wonths before, impressed me to say that there was “trouble brewing 
between Nicholas and Menselilkoff."" 

When in March, 1855, the news arrived that the Emperor Nicholas 
bad suddenly been cat off by paralysis of the lungs, the force of the 
Prophecy was much weakened, oven among Spiritualists, In consequence 
of hiy having died a natural death, when, according to the prediction, he 
should have been asassinate?, In ty communication upon this subject. 
published in the Trrzonaru, April 14, 1855, I ventured tho opinion 
that I might haye been mistaken In using (he word arsassínation as n 
true exponent of tho Idea with which I Was impreried. On my appeal 
to the Spirits, however, I have repeatedly been scared that I was not 
malstalien--that arsıarnation wae the true word, and that it would yet 
be proved to the world that Nicholas was really aesaesinoted, With 
thoro assurances I have patently waited for the truth to work Ita way 
before the world, I have before published the opinions of the Fronch 
physicians who, wecording to the Siécle, (a Paris paper) uro contident. 
that Nicholas was dolibarately poisoned.

This prejudice, ft appears, consists not in their defense 
of opinions ulrendy deduced from the progress which has been made in 
the varion# departinenta of metopbyalenl ecience, but in the practical 
assumpllon that («y can progress no further, nod that it now only re- 
maina [or tho world to progress up to them to be nble (o sce au (hey do. 

I have been from childhood an “infidel.” I well remember that in 
extremo youth I tried to believe tho dogma of the Atonement and Mira- 
culoux Conception, but could not. Every phase of the eubjoot I inwardly 
felt was n libel upon God, and a proof to me, of the nter ignorance 
and credulity of those who first propagated the idea. Iam yet young, 
bat I havo already, In my frequent Interconrse with avowed skeptics, 
beon ax often pained with the conylotion of thcir bigotry as I have been 
with the intoloranco of (ro called) Christians. They, too, offer namma 
a ponitton ws the ne plus ultra of tnfilible truth, and like an army In ite 
Intrenehments, seem determined lo dofend themselyes against every 
Invasion, whether of truth or error. Such individuals plalnly demon- 
(rate their conviction that *' the agitation of thought le not the begin- 
ning" bat the end " of wisdom,” They dare not investigate the basis 
upon which a new lypothosis In founded for fear that they will he con- 
verted. I do not believe, however, that Dr. Hare in In this category. 
Mo may, in bis old aye, feet the embers of enthusiasm fanned into a 
llame by the breath of celestial, yot natural, truths uttered by relatives 
who for tho Sirat time during n reparation of long years aro enabled to 
provo thut, though Invialblo, they ive, But T, for one, judging from 
hin past career, am disposed lo bellevo that he would bo ever willing. 
not only to review the basis of hin past or present positions In rolatfon 
to any subject, mental or physical, but that he fa ever rocking further 
Information upon all subjecta of thought, 

Tho great diiforonco, I modestly opino, between Dr. II. and brother 
K. J, that one submits to no authority except deductions of reason 
drawn from known natoral laws, cherishing stilt the hope that a pa- 
tient Investigation may develop n practical knowledge of other lawa 
not yot known, while the other “pins his falth" upon Orthodox“ in- 
terprotations of “the word of God,” in the hope that some marvelous 
occurrence may yet prove the truth of those ^ interpretations.” Brother 
K's argument ia explanation of tho “ Birth of Jesus,” I submit Is not 
legitimate, if he means by it to defend the alledged “ miraculous" nd: 
vent of that personage. The process of development from mineral to 
vogelable, fram vegetable to animal, aud from animal Lo man, was car- 
ried on at a rate which renders the change imperceptible to us, and has 
required billions upon billions of years to develop material into tho 
present highly refined organization of the human form. L believe that 
this eame course of imperceptible growth will continue until the irt- 
habitants of earth are so ctherial fa their physical constitutions as Lo be 
able to annul the effects of the law of gravitation, and soar aloft or 
sweep along at railroad speed. from one locality to another, and that 
the power of clairvoyance will bo made Lo supersede the . Telegraph“ 
paper and wire. 

Now all this, and much more, i» directly opposed to the dea of a “per- 
boling developed through a human mother by n ning monitis" 

I am not only willing, but fore to believe that Joscph aud 
^ highly refined Spirita yet fn the body, and that Mary did at- 
tract, und was influenced by, highly developed Spirit: while progaant 
with the child Jeaus; und when E see the proof I am willing to believe 
that ho was really the Son of God in that sense held by the “ Charsh.”

The foregoing has Imprersed mo with the Immeare Importance of a 
practical appreciation of the lawa that govern embryological develop- 
ment, There Is no department of thought more intimately connected 
With tho program of miad, ory prospective parent ant eudeayor 
to aequlen a full kaowledge of the immenso jalfuenco exerted hy every 
mental and physical emotion or feeling of the mothor upon the unborn 
child, Parents in posession of n Just conception of those facta, and a 
will to govern their practico accordingly, may rondar their children far 
superlor to themselves, oven an Joans la raid to have been superior 1o 
Joseph and Mary. And hore is where the *re-organizatlon'” of society 
must begin, Innumerable facts on record connected with, and proving, 
the hereditary transmission of acquired aotivity of particular portions 
of the brain (whfel is but an Instrument of the soul), together with my 
own enrcful observation and personal inquiry and expertence, havo ren- 
dered It clear to my mind that, by n propor training of the prospective 
parent, the world may soon behold many Christs whose mirstons will be 
for the “healing of the nations” Every person should prepare for the 
work by a careful study of Nature divine laws.

A Naw Cave AND rra Secaer—Doring the latter part of January, 
mme laborers co the Virginia Central Railroad, near Covington, Alle- 
gheny county, Virginia, discovered a new care, of considerable extent, 
with an opening at each end. On exploring it they found the dead 
body of a man, In fall huatlog costume, which erutabled to pieces like 
dry dirt when touched. One of the persons took hold of the foot, which 
Immediately broke from the leg. Oa examining the body next day, a 
pocket book was found, containing papers, among which were seven 
bonds for large amounts of money, one belag for Ex thousand, Gre 
handred dollars, dated ln the year 1523, and others dated in 1626. All 
of them were signed or given by old settlers of Allegheny and Bath 
counties, It isa thought that the circumstances under which these bonds 
bere bees kept from the light, will bar the application of the statute of 
Umitaticas, ia whieh case some very respectable persons in that region 
will be placed in rather embarrassing circumstances, as they will be 
eld responsible for the bonds to the full extent of the proporty inher- 
ited by them, as beira of tho elgners of the pspera—LExchange Peper.

of cowardice as either lo moura or to cry. He la always pleased by the 
crying and violent roaring of a patient during the time he ja nndergoing 
a severo surgical operation, because bo 1s satisfied that ho will thereby 
soothe bla nervous sytem so ga to prevent fever, and insure a favorable 
determination.
